H E Shire of RENFR EW lies to the Weſt of the Sheriff 
dom of Lazerk, (commonly called Chd/aale) of which once ir 
was a Part, and'is bounded, on the Eaſt, with the Weſtern 

| Parts of Clhaſdale ; and,on the South and Weſt, by the Bailia- 

ry of Caninghame in the Shire of Air; and, on the North, by the River 
of Clyde ; the Boundary of this Shire from the Sheriftdom of Daunbartoaur :

King Charles II. and his Succeſſors; and particularly, That the Herriog- 
Barrel is to contain 8 Gallons and a Quarr, of S:ozs Meaſure: And for 
_ encouraging Merchants,there are, by ſome late Aats, confiderable Draws- 
backs appointed to be allowed, in Conſideration of the Duty vpon Salt, 
made uſe of in Curing Herring, And, that this ſo profitable Produtt of 
this Country may bein good Eſteem in Poreign Mercats, no Merchant 
can have the Benefit of any Draw-back, except he or the Curer Depone 
on Oath, That the Herring have been Cured with Foreign Salt, with- 
out any Mixture of Home-made Salc; and which Herring, before Ex- 
port, are to be inſpeted by an Overſeer, appointed for that Purpoſe, 
and Sealed, if found ſufficient, with a certain Seal, to teſtify their Suf- . 
ficiency. There was about the Year 1670 a Company erected, which em- 
ployed a conliderable Stock of Money for Curing'Herring ; and becauſe 
His Majeity King Charles IT. put in a Share of the Stock, they were cal- 
led the Royal Company : They built a large Houſe at Greereck, and 
made that Place the Seat of their Trade, where they had large Cellars 
for keeping their Salt and Herring, - till Exporting.. By this EreCtion, 
none, except that Company, were allowed to Cure Herring before the 
2oth Day of September Yearly ; which being repreſemed to the Govern- 
ment, as a very hard Reſtraint upon the ' Merchants, the ſaid Company 
was diſſolved, in the Year 1684. their Houſes at Greezock being expoſed 
to Roup, were purchaſed by.the Magiſtrates and Town-Council of the 
City of Glaſgow. The Fiſhing continues from the 25th of Fly to the 25th 
of December ; after which there 1sno Allowance to fiſh that Seaſon. The 
Number of Herriog taken 'in the Firth of Chae, ſome Years, is al- 
molt incredible, confideriog what hath been made ute of by thoſe em-

Avine thus finiſhed the Deſcription of the ſeveral Places upon

Fohim 
ſucceeded Sir William Cochran of Condonn, his Brother, who be- 
ing a Perſon of ſingular Wiſdom and Prudence, was cfteemed by King 
Charles I. as one very fit to promote the Royal Intereſt in Scot/azd, ar 
that Critical Juncture. He was, by the Bounty and Favour of that 
Prince, by Letters Patent, bearing Date, at Skarsborow the 26, Decem- 
ber 1647, advanced to the Degree and Dignity of a Lora of Parliament, 
by the Title of Lord Cochran of Conudoun and Daundonald': And in the 
Parliament.

Towards the Eaſt from the Place of Cochran lie the Lands of Eaſter- 
Cochraz, (which comprehends the Lands of Guarreltoun, Lonbank, Hap: 
Green-end and Nether-Cartfide;) they were anciently poſſeſſed by the Fa. 
mily of Cochran, until rhe Reign of King James V. that John Cochran 
_ of That-Ilk and of Pirfour (for fo he is deligned) alienated theſe Lands

During whoſe Reign, Suzno, King of Norway, 
invaded Scor/and, landing a conliderable Army at K#nghorn in Fife, ra- 
vaged the adjacent Country : But by the extraordinary Courage and 
Reſolution of Bancho Thane of Lochaber, the Norwegian Army was wor- 
ſted (c). He was alſo the chief Inſtrument in delivering his Country 
irom a ſecond Ruin it was threatned with, by an Invaſion from Canute 
King of Denmark, whoſe Army was overthrown near Perth, by a Stra- 
tagem deviſed and execute by Baxcho; the Circumitances of which are 
related at large by our Hiſtorians. They alſo report, that the future 
Greatneſs of the Poſterity of Baycho was foretold after this manner. +:

Which .Emineat Service 
recommended him ſo fatleljto his Prince, with the Conſideration of his 
Royal Deſcent; and greavMeits, that he. created him Seneſcalus Domu 
Regis, Stewart of his Houſhold, which was the ſame Office with that of 
the Dapifer ; which came afterwards to be extended over the whole King. 
dom, without any Alteration or Addition to the ſame. From this Office, 
his Family afterwards took their Sirname, and, beſides the Royal Family,

Now that my Reader may more clearly underſtand their Claim, it 
will be neceſſary to gave the Deſcent of thoſe Two Noble Perſons. 
Henry Prince of Scotland, Son to King David 1. who died- before his 
- Father, left Three Sons, Malco/m, Sirnamed the Maidex, died without 
Iſſue; YVilliam, Sirnamed the Lyon, both Kings of Scotland; and Davil 
Earl of Hantingtoun. King YVVilliam had but one Son, called Alexander 
. the II. who was Father of King Alexanaer II. who had one Daughter, 
(as was ſaid before.) married Erick King of Norway, by whom ſhe had 
one Daughter, Margaret: Queen of Scotland, who dying without Iſſue, 
the whole Line of King YV/l:am the Lyon failing, the Right of the Crown 
devolved upon the Poſterity of David Earlof Huntingtiounr ; but to which 
of them it belonged, it ſeem'd hard to determine ; tor this Earl David 
had Three Daughters; Margeret married Al/an, Lord of Ga/loway, by 
whom he had one Daughter, Dorzagilla married to John Baliol, by 
whom ſhe had Johs Balio!, one of the Competitors for the Crown. 


The 
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"The Second Daughter of Davida Earl of Hunting toun, Thobel, married 
Robert Bruce, Lord of nnenaale, ( deſcended, as Sir William Dugdale 
faich, of Robert Brace, a Noble Norman, who came into England with 
William the Conqueror, ) by whom ſhe had Robey? Brace, the Competi- 
tor with Balrol. , 

The Queſtion was, Whether Robert Brace, the Son of the 2d Daugh- 
ter, and the Firſt Male, or Dor»agil/a, the Grandchild by the 1 Daugh- 
ter, is to be preſerred to the Succeſſion of the Crown? Brace claimed 
Preference to John Baltol, albeit his Mother was a younger Daughter of 
| David Earl of Huntingtoun, in regard he was a Degree nearer than Joh# 
Beliol;, and ſtanding in the ſame Degree with Dornagilla, John Baliol's 
Mother, he a Male was preferable to her a Female. The Controver- 
ſy continued for ſeveral Years; at length K.Edward reſolved to decide in 
Favours of him who would ſubjeQ the.Crown to the Authority of the 
King of England ; and therefore applies firſt to Robert Bruce, but he re- 
jetted the Propoſal with Contempt, and replied, That he ſcorned to en- 
Joy a Crown as thereby to infringe the Liberty: of his Country, King 
Edward makes the like Offer to Ba/rol, who accepts the baſe Conditions, 
and ſo obtains the Crown. Robert Bruce the Competitor deceaſed in 
av. 1295, leaving Iſſue, by his Wife, (who was one of the Daughters of 
Gilbert de Clare, Earl of Glocefter) Robert his Son and Heir, who became 
Earl of Carrick, in Right of Martha his Wife, Daughter and ſole Hetr of 
Alexander Earl of Carrick. For this I ſhall give theAuthority ot the Chro- 
nicle of Melroſs, which bears an. 1270. Obiit Adam de Kjilconcath Comes ae 
Carrick cujus uxorem Comitiſſam de Carrick, poſtea Robertus de BruceJanior 
accepit in ſponſam. They were Father and Mother of the moſt Renown'd 
Robert Brace King of Scotland. Ks LN EP 

Baliol having thus obtained the Crown, was the Firſt of all the Kings 
of Scortlend, who acknowledged the King of Exgland as Superior Lord 
of that Realm; but on an Afﬀeront offered by King Edward, in confe- 
_ quence of his SubjeQion, he threw off the  Exg/iſþ Yoke, proclaim'd 

War again England, and renew'd the League with France, which fo 

incenſed that Monarch, that he not only deprived him of the Earldom 
_ of Huntington in England, but alſo invaded Scotland both by Sea & Land, 
rook the Town of Berwick by Storm, where, our Hiſtorians ſay, there - 
+ were ſlain 5ocoo Perſons. At the ſame time diverſe of the Scors Nobi- 
liry, under the Command of Bzlio/, laid Siege ro the Town of Carlile, 
and ravaged the adjacent Country as far as Hexham, without any Op- 
poſition. But King Edward encountring the Scots Army, gave them Bat- 
tel, and overthrew them. The#tEzg/:;þ Hiſtorians write, the Scors loſt 
an incredible Number of Men; Baliol having thus loſt the moſt of his 
Country, and entirely the Aﬀettions of his People, oppiet to King E4- 
ward for Peace, and pays him Homage a 2d time : After which he ſent 
him Priſoner to the Tower of Londor. 

Scotland being brought to this ſad and miſerable Condition, ther 
the Famous Sir W7!liam Wallace gets up, who, being prompted with a 
generous Ambition of being inftrumental in delivering his Country 
from the Bondage they were groaning under, carries on the War againſt 
the E-gliſb with good Succeſs, having overthrown them in ſeveral En- 
counters, with very unequal Numbers : In conſideration of theſe ſignal 
Services, he was choſen Governour of Scotland, in the Year 1294. In 
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Which CharaQer he behaved with ſo much Reſolution gnd Valour, that 
having obtained ſeveral ViQtories over the Ergliſh, in a ſhort time he 
reduced all the South-parts of Scor/and to his Obedience, whereby | he 
had gain'd immortal Honour, and will always be remembered amon 


—_—_ 


the moſt celebrated Perſons of the Age in which he lived. But the Scors, 


being afterwards defeated by the Engliſh at Falkirk, under the Condu& 
of the Brave Sir John Stewar; of Bute, Brother of James High-Stewart of 
| Scotland ; where, fighting with a great deal of Gallantry, he loſt his 
Life in that AQtion, - which fell out in the Year of our Lord 1298. Af. 
ter this Scotland did almoſt entirely ſubmit to Eng/and, But the Ty- 
rannical Government of King Edward made the Scots conſpire together, 
to recover the Liberty of their Country, the Chief of whom were Ro. 
bert Bruce Earl of Carrick, (Son of that Rover, Brace Lord of Annandale, 
who had been one of the Competitors for the Crown ot Scotland ) and 

John Caming Earl of Bachan ; and for that End, having met together, 
. and conferring about the diſtreſſed State ot their Native Country, they 
agreed between themſelves, by Indentures mutually ſealed and ſub- 


ſcribed, That if by theic Endeavours they could be Inſtruments of re. 


covering their Country out of the Hands of the Exgliſh, Bruce ſhould be 
King, and Caming ſhould be rewarded with the Bruce's Eſtate: But 
this League laſted not long; for Brace knowing himſelf to be ſuſpeRed 
by «King Edward, 1n reſpett of his Title 40 the Crown, thought not fit 


to ſtay long in Scorlana, and therefore, immediately upon the Delivery 


of the Writs foreſaid, he went with all Expedition to London ; but Cu- 


ming began to doubt of the Succels of this Conſpiracy, and revealed the 


ſame to-King Edward; and to certity him thereof, tent his Part of their 
Indenture : WharnapesKiag Edward, calling tor Brace, and ſhewing 
the Indenture, asked him, it he knew: his Hand-writ ? Bruce, denying 
that he knew any thing of the Matter, delired to have it for one Night 


tro peruſe at leiſure, offering to prove, that it was maliciouſly forged 


by Cumiag, to take away his Lite; which if he did not, he ſhoulg 
forfeit his Eſtate both in Exg/and and Scotland: Upon this ſeeming Con- 
fidence of Brace, King Edward thought it might be a meer Trick : in 


-  Caming, and, therefore granted him his Deſire. He was not long out of : 
the King's Preſence, when the Earl of G/ocefter, Bruce's Couſin, ſent him 
a pair of Spurrs and ſome Crowns of Gold : Brace underſtanding the 


Meaning of this Meſſage, cauſed immediately Horſes, for himſelf aad 
his Servants, to be ſhod the contrary way, to prevent their being. fol. 
lowed ; and departing out of Lozdoz abour Midnight, he came with 
all Expedition to his own Houſe of | 
Hiſtorians ſay, he found Eawara Brace Nis Brother, Robert Fleming, James

Bruce having thus rid himſelt of his principal Enemy, was imme- 
diately joined by ſome of thoſe Brave Scors, who had oppoſed the Epg- 
liſþ Uſurpation ; fuch as, Malcolm Earl of Lenox, Fahn Earl of Arhol, | 
| Sir Neil Campbel of Lochhow, Sir Gilbert Hay of Errol, Sir Chriſtopher Sea- 

zoo of That-Ilk, Sir Thomas Ranadel, Sir Fohn Summervel of Carnwath, Sit 
David Barclay, Sir Alexander Frazer, Sir Robert Boyd (afterwards) of 
Kilmarnock, and Sir William Halibarton, With this Company he weat 
to Scone, where, upon the . . . Day of April in the Year of our Lord 
1306, he was Crowned King of Scotland, with as much Solemnity as 
the State of Aﬀairs would allow of. But the Attions of this moſt cele- 
brated Monarch, who, by invincible Courage and Valour, retrived his / 
Country from the Ezgliſh SubjeQion, and overthrew their Numerous 
Army with a terrible Slaughter at Bannockbars, conſiſting of one Hun« 
dred Thouſand Men, with an Army of Reſolute and well Diſciplined 
Men, not above Thirty Thouſand in all; and after a Reign of Twenty 
Five Years full of War, died in Peace the 7th Day of June an. 1329.

Dunbar, Daughter to the Earl of 
March, then one of the moſt Potent Families of Scor/and; by whom he 
had Walter his Son and Heir, and James, who obtained the Barony of 
Dariſdeer from King Robert I. He was Anceſtor of the Stewarts of Ro- 
ſth in Fife, whole Poſterity failed bur lately in the Perſon of William 
Stewart of Roſyth, 
WALTER, Son of James High-Stewart of Scotland, was a Perſon 
of a very Martial Spirit, being one of thoſe Noble Scors who aſſiſted 

| King Robert in his Wars, for recovering che Liberty of Scotiand, and 
one of the Generals of the Scots Army at the Famous Battle of Bannock- 
barn, which was fought the 25th of June 1314. where the Engliſh re- 
ceived the greateſt Overthrow they ever met with from this Nation ; 
which ſo much diſcouraged the Engliſh, that a Hundred of them, ſays 
Walfingham, would flee from Three Scors, In this Engagement Waltey 
High-Stewart of Scorland, did ſo eminently fignalize his Valour and 
ConduQt, that King Robert, asa Mark of his Royal Favour, did con- 
ter on him the Honour of Knighthood.

To Walter, High-Stewart of Scotlavd, ſucceeded TOE 
ROBERT hisSon; which Robert obtained from King Robert Brace; 
his Grandfather, the Lands of Langnemioan, Maxtoun and Cavertoun; 
fallen to the Crown by the Fortaulcure of William de Soales, During 
the War againſt the Ergliſb,he did,in a moſt fignal manner, manifeſt his 
ConduQ andValour in Detence of the Independency of his Country, and 
of his' Uncle, King David Braces Title, againit Edward Baliol, to his 
immortal Honour: He was unanimouſly choſen Governour of Scot- 
land, in his Uncle's ( King David ) Abſence, in the Year 1338, which 
he retrived from the Engliſh and Balios Claim, and eſtabliſhed King 
David in Poſſeſſion of his Crown : But in the Year 1348, the Scots be- 
ing defeat at the Battle of Darham, and the King taken Priſoner, he 
wasa 2d time eleQed Governour of the Kingdom ; which eminent Sta- 
tion he diſcharged taithfully, uatil the King returned, in as. 1359; 
who beſtowed on his Nephew Robert, High-Stewart of Scotland, the 
Earldom and Dignity of Srrathern, in Reward of his faithful Services ; 
which Title he enjoyed until the Death of King David, that in an. 1370: 
the Crown devolved upon him, and was crowned at Score the 27th of 
March that Year. In the beginning of his Reign he had ſome Encounters 
with the Engliſh, wherein he was ſucceſsful; which the Frexch King 
hearing of, ſent his Ambaſſadour to Scotland, to congratulate his happy 
Succeſs, & requeſting him never to lay down Arms till he was reveng'd 
of the Exgliſh; and alſoto renew the League berwixt the Two Crowns; 
which was ſolemnly done at Edinbargh: And to confirm the ſame 
League, King Robert ſent Cardinal Wardlaw, Biſhop of Glaſgow,to France; 
which accordingly was done at Pars, to the SatisfaQtion of both Par- 
ties. Burt the Hiſtory of the Wars, King Robert had with the Engliſh, I 
leave to the Relation of our Hiſtorians, and ſo I proceed to take Notice

and Queen Eapham Roſs his Mother-in-Law. For Authority of this, tho 
very many Proofs might be given, yet I ſhall only adduce theſe. There 
iS a Charter of Confirmation by Robert Earl of Strathern, and John Lord 
Kyle, his Son and apparent Heir, of a Mortification of the Lands of 
Coudams and Camſeſtrang, by Reginald More, Father of Sir William More 
of Abercorn, to the Monks of Paſly {hþ).

« Sciences and Arts ; fo that his Abode with you ſcemeth rather to have 
« been a Remaining in an Academy than in any Captivity, and that he 
&*« had been loſt if he had not been loſt. Beſides, tho' we have the Hap- 
* pineſs to claim his Birth and Stem, ye have the Claim of his Succef- 
« fjon and Edacation, He being now Match'd with the Royal Blood of 
«* England (for he had married the Earl of Sommerſer's Daughter) ſo that 
© his Liberty, which we ask, :isa Benefit to your ſelves and thoſe Prin- 
© ces which ſhall claim the Deſcent of his Off-ſpring : For if it ſhould 
& fall forth (as what may not, by the variable Changes ot Kingdoms, 
«© come to paſs) that this Prince ſhould be Dethron'd, 'tis your Swords 
« that ſhould reſtore him to the Poſſeſſion of his Royal Diadem ; and we 
* expe, that as you have many times rendered him yours, you will 
* not refule to engage him yet more by: Fis Liberty, which he muſt 
* acknowledge wholly and freely ro receive from you ; and, by Bene- 
* fits and Love, to overcome a King, is more than by Force of Arms. 
*« And ſince he was not your Prifoner by Chance of War, { fince he ne- 
« ver rais'd Arms againlt you ) but by way of ProteQtion detained here 
* and entertained ; ſo we expeQt, that you will a@ according to your 
« Ancient Honour and Generofity, and ſend him freely back to his own: 
* Yet if it be ſo, that you will have an Acknowledgment for what ye 
« have beſtowed on his Education, the Diſtreſs,of the preſent State of 
« his Subjeas and Crown conſidered, we will not ſtand upon Trifles of 
« Money, for the Redemption of a Prince above all Price. 


The Governour and Eſtates of Scot/and,. being acquainted with the 
Sum required for the Ranſom of the Prince, a part of it was quickly 
raiſed, and Hoſtages ſent. for the reſt, who were, David Stewart, eldelt

| ſterof Huntley; Malis Grahame Earl of Strathernu ; Patrick Lyon, Son and 
Heir of Sir John Lyon of Glames; Sir William Ruthven ; Sir David Ogil- 
wy, and David Moaubray, Thele were honourably received at the Exg- 
{iſþ Court; but ſeveral of them died before they were redeemed. n 
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The King was accompanied to the Borders of S:ot/2nd by ſeveral of the 

Epgliſh Nobility and Gentry, who there taking their Leave, retyrneq 
back. And the King, with a ſplendid Retinue, arrived at Edinburgh 
in the Month of Apri/; and paſſing from thence to Perth, in the Month 
of May following, with his Queen, they were folemnly Crowned at Scone. 
At which Solemnity His Majeſty was pleaſed to confer the Honour of 
Knighthood on the following Perſons, viz. Alexander Stewart, Son to

Upoa the King's Return to Eazzbargh,he called a Parliament,in which 
was enacted a Subſidy for relieving the Hoſtages then remaining in 
England tor his Ranſom : And diſſolving the Parliament, he went for 
Perth, where having aſſembled all the preſent Officers, and ſuch as had 
born Authority 1n the State during the Governmeart of the Dukes of A!- 
bany; he underſtood that moſt part of the Royal Revenue was be- 
ſtowed by the Governovrs on their Friends and Dependents. Upon this 
Sir Walter Stewart, the Duke of A/bany's Son, was ſent Priſoner to the 
Baſs, asalſo Malcolm Fleming of Cambernanld, and ſeveral others, were 
committed to Priſon, but afterwards releaſed, The King calling a 24 
Parliament, wherein Mardoch Duke of Albany, the late Governour, Wal- 
ter and Sir Alexander Stewarts, his Sons, and Daxcan Earl of Lenox, his 
Father-in-Law, were attainted of Treaſon, and found guilty by a Jury

And the ſame Day, upon which the Sentence was pronounced, the 
Duke's Two Sons, Walter and Alexander, were beheaded; and the next 
Day the Duke himſelt and the Earl of Lezox loſt their Heads. 

The War continuing betwixt the Engliſh and the French, Charles VII. 
of France ſent Sir Fohn Stewart of Darnly, Archbald Earl of Doaglaſs, 
both Mareſchals of that Kingdom, with the Arch-Biſhop of Rhezms, 
Ambaſſadors to Scotland, to renew the Ancient League betwixt the 
Two Crowns, and to propoſe a Match betwixt Lewis the Dauphin, 
King Charles's Son, and the Lady Margaret, King James's Daughter ; 
which was agreed to: Whereupon Four Thouſand Soldiers were levied 
and ſent to France, in the Year 14206. 
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The Ezegliſh foreſeeing the Inconveniencies that would ariſe from this 
Match, ſent the Lord Scroop Ambaſſador into Scorland, with the Prg. 
poſal of a Breach with France, and a Marriage betwixt the Lady Myr. 
garet, King fames's Daughter, and FHexry VI. their King; but it was 
reſolved that the French ſhould be ſatisfied in their Demands ; Where. 
upon the Exgliſh Ambaſſador from fair Words went to Threatning ; 
but the King was ſo far from being moved by this, that he immediate. 
ly cauſed prepare a Fleet of 46 good Ships, under the Command of 
Henry Earl of Orkney, Admiral of Scotland; and putting to Sea with the

Lady Margaret, fhe landed ſafely at Roche, and from thence paſſed tg 


Tours, where, with extraordinary Pomp and Magnificence, ſhe was 
married to the Dauphin, on the 24th of Jare 1436, The Engliſh, after 
this Diſappointment, invaded Scor/and with an Army of 4000 Men,un. 


der the Command of Henry Earl of Northamberland, againſt whom the 


King ſent an Army, under the Conduct of William Earl of Ange, his 
Nephew, who defeat the Exg/s/b in Battle at a Place called Piperdein, 
The AQtion happened in the Year 1436. | 

The King, encouraged by this Victory, reſolved to invade England 
with an Army, and accordingly marched the length of Roxbargh, and 
laid Siege to the Caſtle : But when the Exg/iſh Garriſon was juſt about 
to ſurrender, the Queen came to the Camp, repreſenting to her Huf- 
band a Conlpiracy againſt his Life ; upon which he immediately dif- 
banded his Army, and returned Home, and, for his greater Safety, re- 
tired to the Monaſtery of the Carthaufians at Perth, 

The Conſpirators were, Robert Grahame Tutor of Strathern, Robert 
Stewart, Grandchild of Walter Earl of 4tho/; but the prime Contriver

James, to perſwade the World, that he thought him ſo indeed, gave him 
in Marriage his Couſin Catharine Gordon, Daughter of George Earl of 
Huntly, and affiſted him with an Army to invade Exg/azd; but King 
James, perceiving the Engliſh did not. join him, he waſted Norchamber- 
land; at which Perkiz ſeemed to be concerned, ſaying, It grieved him 
to the Heart to ſee ſuch Havock maae of his People: To which the King 
anſwered, Tou take Care for them, who, by any thing yet appears, are none 
of yours.

James IV, thus cut off, hisSon FAMES, a Child of Two Years of 
Age, is Crowned at Scoze, the ordinary Place of Inauguration of our 
Kings, the 21ſt of December 1513; and the Queen his Mother is declar. 
ed Regent ſo long as ſhe continued a Widow, with this Limitation, tg 
conclude nothing in the Adminiſtration of the Government, but by the 
Advice of James Biſhop of Glaſgow, Lord Chancellor, Alexander Earl of 
 Huntly, Archbald Earl of Angus, and James Earl of Arran : In the mean 
time ſhe writeth to King Hexry VII. her Brother, imploring his Royal 
and Brotherly Favoar, particularly, that he would be pleaſed, out of 
Regard to her and the Infant King her Son, not only to abſtain from 
proſecuting a War againſt Scoz/and, bur take them into his ſpecial Pro- 
tection, and defend them as well from Foreign Injuries, if offered, as 
from the PaQtions of the Nobility at Home. To which he returned An- 
ſwer, That if the Scots would live in Peace, they ſhould have it from him : 
and that hewas willing to prohibit all Aits of Hoſtility againſt Scotland, du: 
ring the Minority of her Son, and, for a Remedy againſt preſent Ewvils, to 
make a Trace for a Tear. But the Queen, marrying Archbald Earl of An. 
£4, ſoon ajter thereby loſt her Regency; and in 1514. John Duke of 
Albany, the neareſt of the Royal Line, was choſen Regent, and Ambaſ- 
ſadours diſpatched to France, to acquaint him with their Proceedings; 
who, being furniſhed with a Noble Equipage by the French King, ar- 
 rives 18 Scorland ax. 1515. And ſome time atter him came an Ambal- 
 ſadour from France, to renew the Ancient League betwixt the Two Na- 


tions: The Parliament made Choice of the Duke of Albany, the Gover-- 


nour, to accompliſh that ſolemn AQtion upon their Part. | 

The Duke, going to France,an. 1517,deputed Six others to manage the 
_ Aﬀairs of the Kingdom during his Abſence,viz.the Earls of Arran, Angus, 
* Argile, Huntly,and the'Two Arch-biſhops of St. Andrews and Glaſgow. And, 
to prevent Diſorders among themſelves, he afſigned to each of them their 
particular Proviaces: Notwithſtanding this Care, ſeveral Diſorders 
were committed. After ſome Years Abſence the Governour returned, 
Ofober 28th 1521, and inditts a Parliament, wherein it was agreed, 
Thar an Army ſhould be raiſed to invade Englara, to divert the Exgliſh 
then warring in Fraxce; but a Iruce was concluded betwixt the Two 
Nations for ſomeYears. The Governour goeth again to France trodemand 
Aſſiſtance againſt Exg/and, and arrives again in Scotland, in Offober x 523, 


with 4000 wel-armed Men. In the mean time K. Hepry raiſes an Army 


of 45000 Horſe and Foor, and marches towards Scorlara ; but this Ex- 
pedition ended alſo in a Truce with Erglazd for ſome time. 
In an. 1524 the Duke paſſeth again unto France; during his Abſence 


the King, then arrived to the 12th Year of his Age, taketh the Manage-

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ment of the Government in his own Hands, and made Choice of James 
Biſhop of St. Andrews, Archbald Earl of Angus, Archbald Earl of Argile, 
Tohn Earl of Lenox, Gavin Biſhop of Glaſgow, Gavin Biſhop of Aberdeen, 
2nd George Biſhop of Duzkeld, to remain with, and adviſe him in all 
Aﬀairs relating to the Welfare of the Country : But Apchbald Earl of 
Angus, in a ſhort time, ſeizes the young King, takes the entire Manage- 
ment of the Government upon himſelf, and retains him in effeR a Pri. 
ſoner- The reſt of the Nobility, being diſcontented that the Kiog 
ſhould be thus kept in a manner a Priſoner by Azgws, the Laird of Buc- 
cleagh, by the King's ſecret Command, endeavoured to relieve him, 
but was defeat in the Attempt, which happened at Melroſs, July 20, 
1520, Afterwards, John Earl of Lenox, at the King's earneſt Deſire, 
reneweth the Deſign , but his Party was worſted (by Angew) and him- 
ſelt lain in the Field, This AQtion fell out at Avey, in che: Month of 
September 1526. But at length, in az. 1527, the King eſcaped privately. 
out of Ang's Cuſtody, by Night, from the Caſtle of Faulkland, to Stir- 
ling, where the Earls of Huntly, Argile, Glencairn, Athol, Montroſe, 
Monteith, Eglintoun, Rothes, the Lords Drammona, Livieſtoun, Santx 
clair, Lind/ay, Evanaale, Ruthven, Semple, Maxwel, repaired to him; 
by whoſe Advice His Majelty iſſued out a Proclamation, diſcharging 
Angus to meddle any further in Publick Afﬀairs, or him or any ot his 
Name to come near the Court by 12 Miles, under Pain of Treaſon ; He 
was forfaulted in the enſuing Parliament, and declared an Enemy to 
the King and Country.

But the King, deſirous of Succeſſion, commiſſions Rober: Lord Max- 
wel, and David Abbot of Arbroth, Ambaſſadours, to propoſe for a Mar- 
riage betwixt him and Mary of Lorrain, Daughter of Claud Duke of 
Guiſe, and Widow of Lewis of Orleans, Duke of Longaevil; which was 
agreed, and ſhe eſpouſed by Proxie, Jare 19. 1538. And, arriving in 
Scotland, in a few Months they were ſolemnly married at St. Andrews. 
King Hevry VIII. of England had ſeveral times deſired an Interview 


with his Nephew King James, and ſometime before had ſent Dr, Bar- 
Fx Gros 2 = low 
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low, Biſhop of St. Davids, with the Complement of ſome Books writ. 
ten in Defence of his Proceedings, and defired him to examine them im. 
partially : He alſo propoſed the Interview at Tork, The Clergy of Sco;. 
{and were very apprehenſive of his ſeeing his Uncle, leſt King Heayy 
might have pexſwaded him to follow his Example; in aboliſhing the 
Pope's Authority, and.making ſome Advances in a Reformation. The 
Church-Men uſed ſuch Perſwaſions, that theſe, ſeconded by a Meſſage 
from France, diverted the King from his. Purpoſe. 

W hick King Henry reſented to that Degree, that he declared War 
againſt Scotland, pretending, That the Crown of Scoz/and owed him Ho. 
mage : The Scots, on the other hand, aſſerted they were a Free and In. 
dependent Kingdom ; That the Homages anciently made by their Kings, 
were only for Lands which they had in Emg/and. King Henry ſends an 
Army, conſiſting of 3000 Men, under the Command of Sir Robers Bones; 
bur, after he had waſted the Country of Teviordale, he was repulſed 
with conſiderable Loſs, by the Valour and Condutt of the Earl of Haz. 
ly, at Haldenridge, the 24th of Augul# 154r. In the mean time King 
Henry next Summer raiſes an Army of 20000 Men, under the Com. 
mand of the Duke of Norfolk; but afrer he had burnt fome ſmall Towns, 
and waſted Teviotdale, he returned back to Exgland. King James was 
reſolved to follow him, which the Nobility abſolutely refuſed : So the 


— 


King returned to Edinburgh, and immediately disbanded his Army, But 


he was encourag'd by the Clergy to engage ina War againſt King Hey. 
ry, who both aſſured him of ViQory,ſfince he fought againſt an Heretical 
Prince, and advanced an Annuity of 50000 Crowns tor proſecuting the 
War. Whereupon, in the End of November x 542, he brought together 
an Army of 15000 Men,. with a good Train of Artillery, intending to 
march into England by the Weſtern Road. The King bimſelf in Per- 
ſon came to Lochmaber, attending the Event, and ſent a Commiſſion to 
Oliver Santclair, a private Gentleman, a Brother of the Family of Roſliy, 
to command in Chief; which ſo much diſguſted the Nobilicy, that 
_ they refuſed to march, and were beginning to ſeparate, While they 
were in this Diſorder, the Engliſh, under the Command of Sir Thomas 


Wharton, took Advantage of their Ditorder, fell upon them, and dif. 


pers'd them : They took all their Ordinance and Baggage, and a Thou- 
ſand Priſoners, of whom Two Hundred were Gentlemen of Quality. 
The News of this voluntary Defeat coming to the King at Lochmaben, 


he retired to his Palace of Fan/k/and, where he fell into ſuch Extremity 


of Grief, that in a few Days it caus'd his Death, December 13, 1542; and 
in January thereafter his Body was carried to Edinburgh, and buried in 
the Abby-Church of Hoh-rooa-houſe..

was born at Linlithgow, on the 8th Day of December 1542, and ſucceed- 
ed him in his Crowo and Imperial Dignity the-8ch Day of her Age. The 
Adminiſtration of the Government was committed to James Earl of 
Arran,during the Queen's Minority; and,by an AQt of Parliament,he was 
declared Succeſſor to the Throne, if the Queen died withour Ifſue. K. 
Henry VIII. of England conceiving this young Queen would be a fit 
Match for Prince Edward his Son, and thereby make an Union berwixc 


the Two Kingdoms; to this Purpoſe he conferred with the Scors Lords 


takeaPriſoners atSol/oway-Fretd; wholiked thePropoſal very well,and pro- 
miſed io promote it all rhey could: And fo, upon their giving Ho- 
ſtages for the Performing their Promiſes faithfully, they were leat home;

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and at the ſame time King Henry ſent Sir Ralph Saidler Ambaſſador to 
:he Governour, and, to induce him to ſet forward the Maich, offered 
him the Lady Elizabeth, his Daughter, in Marriage to his Son, He (the 
Governour) calls a Meeting of the Eſtates, wherein the Match was a+ 

recd to, and confirmed in Parliament in Auguſt 1544. By this Union

Cardinal Beatoan, an utter Enemy to King Henry, 19 croſſed and per- 


plexed the Matter, thatit came to nothing, but ended ina War between 
the Two Kingdoms: So King Hewry invaded the Country both by Sea 


and Land, in 47.1544, under the Command of the Earl of Hartford 


and Viſcount Lifle: They demanded the young Queen to be delivered 
upto them; and, upon the Governour's Reſulal, they fer the City of 
Edinbargh on Fire, laid Siege alſo to the Caſtle, but were. repulſed by 
the ConduQt and Valour of fames Hamilton of, Sravhouſe, the Governour: 
They revenged themſelves upon the Neighbouring Country, which 
they ravaged and laid waſte ſome 7 or 8 Miles every way. All the 
Ships in the Harbour of Leith were ſeized and carried off, and the 
Town burat to the Ground, and ſo they marched homeward : But the 
Governour following them cloſe with an Army, Killed and took a grea: 
many of them Priſoners. | * | 
King Hezry VIII. leaving this World in the Year 1547, his Son Ea: 
ward VI. ſucceeded him in the 1oth Year of his Age: Edward Earl of 
Hartford was choſen Tutor to the young King, and ProteQtor of Exg- 
land, who, according to the Charge King Henry had left with his Coun- 
cil, to proceed in the Marriage betwixt his Son and the Scots Queen, 
ſent aMeſſage co the Governour,inviting the Scots to conlent to the Mar. 
riage; but betore he would commit any Act of Holtility, cauſed Pro- 
clamartion to be made, That his coming was only to demand Perforim- 
ance of the Marriage-Articles, which it they conſented to, he would 
peaceably return. And that he might more effeQually perſwade them 
to accept the Propoſition, he deliſted from that Demand of King Hes- 
73, about the giving up the Queen to be Educate at the Exg/i Court; 
tor he was willing ſhe ſhould contiove 1n Scotland till Years of Maturity. 
This Demand appeared reaſonable ro molt of the Moderate Party of 
Scotland ; but thoſe of the French and Popiſh FaQtion oppoſed it : Upan- 
which enſued the Battle of Pinkie, wherein the Engliſh had the Vi- 
Qory, 8000 Scots being killed in the Field of Battle. The Action fell 
out the 10th Day of Seprember 1547. The Evgliſh, in their Return home, 
placed Garriſons in the Towns of Haaddingioun and Lauder. The Gover- 
nour and ſo many of the Nobility as had eſcaped ia the Fight, aiſem- 
bled at Stirling, where they determined to ſend che young Queen uato 
France, (leſt ſhe ſhould fall into the Hands of the Ezg1ijh) accompanied 
by Arran the Governour, James Prior of St. Andrews, John Lord Ers- 
kine, and William Lord Livieſioun ; and at the ſame time Ambaſſadors 
were diſpatched to Fraxce to crave Afﬀiſtance, according to the League 


with that Kingdom. Six Thouſand Men were granted, and arrived in 


S:otland in 1548; by whoſe Afiſtance the Governour laid Siege ro 
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Hadaingtoan, which the Engliſh had fortified. But in Anno 1550. a Peace 
was concluded with that Kingdom. $7 

In an.1553-James Duke of Chazlerault and Earl of Arran,Governour gf 
Scotland,demits the Regency in Favours of Mary the Queen- Mother,whg 
was a Daughter of the Duke of Gai/e, the Family of all Europe moſt zeq. 
louſly. addiQed to the Church of Rowe. In the Year 1558. Queen Mary 
of Scotland, being now arrived to the 14th-Year of her Age, was mar. 
ried to Francis the Dauphin, upon the 24th of Apri/ that Year. The 
French King having deſired that certain Commiſſioners ſhould be ſent 
from Scotland to the Solemaity, a Parliament was called for that effeq 
wherein they made Choice of James Arch-Biſhop of Glaſgow, James Ste. 
wart Prior of St. Andrews, the Queen's Natural Brother, Gilbert Earl of 
Caſſils, George Earl of Rothes, James Lord FHeming, George Lord Seton, 
Robert Biſhop of Orkney,and SirJohn Erikine of Dan. Theſe Commiſſioners 
were deſired by the French King to offer the Dauphin the Crown in 
Right of his Wife ; but they laid, That exceeded the Bounds of their 
Commiſſion : So they only promiſed to repreſent the Matter to the RE. 
ſtates of Scotland, which diſpleaſed the French King exceedingly, Four 
of the Seven that were ſent over died, and the Pitth eſcaped narrowly, 
it being generally ſuſpeed they were poiſon*d. Whea the reſt return'q 
- to Scotland, an Aﬀembly of the Eſtates was called, in which it was a. 
greed to allow the Dauphin the Title of King of Scor/and, and bear the 
Royal Arms of the Kingdom impal'd with thoſe of France, under the 
ſame Crown; and Commiſhoned the Earl of Argi/e and -the Prior of 
St. Andrews to France togive an Account of their Proceedings. 

During the Government of the Queen Regent, the Papiſh Clergy of 
Scotland were not idle, but perſecuted all the Profeſſors of the Reform'd 
Religion their Inquiſitors could find out : And tho' ſhe had given them 
| all imaginable Afurances of ProteCtion, yet reſolved to ſuffer the Cler. 
gy to ſtrike a Terror into the People by fame ſevere Execution. They 
began with one Walter Miln, an old infirm Prieſt : He was accuſed par- 
ticalarly for aſſerting the Lawfulneſs of the Marriage of the Clergy, and 
for having condemned the Sacrifice of the Maſs and Tranſubſtantiation, 
all which he conteſs'd; and upon his Refuſal tro abjure them, he was 
condemned to be burnt. Yet ſo averſe were the People from thoſe 
Cruelties, that it was not eaſy to find any that would execute the Sen- 
tence : Nor in the Town of St. Andrews would any do ſo much as ſell a 
Cord to tie him to the Stake; fo that the Arch-Biſhop was forced to 
ſend for the Cords of his own Pavilion. 'The old Man expreſſed great 
- Firmneſs of Mind, and ſuch Chearfulneſs in his Sufferings, that the Peo- 
ple were much affeQed at it. And this being every where looked on 
as a Prologue to greater Severities that were to follow, many of the No- 
bility and Gentry began to conſider what was fit to be done. Theſe 
went under the Name of the Lords of the Congregation : They had made 
open Profeſſion of the Truth, and ſupported and countenanced ſome 
worthy Perſons, as Mr. Knox and others, who, to the Danger of their 
Lives, made open Profefion of the Proteſtant Religion, and zealouſly 
preach'd down theError,Superſtition & Idolatry of the Church of Rome, 
They challenged the Popiſh Clergy to diſpute upon the controverted 
Points of Religion, to be decided by the Scripture; but they refuſed to 
be determined by any other Rule than the Authority of Councils gra 
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che Canon Law. But the Queen Regent, being unwilling to irritate ſo 

reat a Party, promiſed that they ſhould have granted them whatever 
they pleaſed in Matters of Religion; bur ſoon atter ſhe ordered a Cita- 
:ion £0 be ſerved on ail the Reformed Miniſters. The Earl of Glencairny 
was upon that ſent to put herin Mind of her former Promiſes ; ſhe an- 
ſwered him roughly, That maugre all that would take theſe Mens Parts, they 

ould be baniſhed Scotland ; and added, That Princes were only bound to 
obſerve their Promiſes ſo far as they found it convenient for them to do it. 
To this he replied, That if ſhe renounced her Promiſes, they would renounce 
their Obedience to her. The Miniſters coming from all Parts to anſwer 
the Citation, great Numbers of Nobility, Gentry and Commons came 
with them. The Queen Regent, apprehending the ill EfeRs of ſo oreat a 
Confluence of People, ſent chem Word not to come; and upon this ma- 
ny went home again; yet, becauſe of their not Appearance, they were all 
declared Rebels. This unfair Dealing made many leave her, and go 
over to the Reformed Party, who then were aſſembled at Per:h, where 
they broke in upon the Houſes of the'Monks and Friars: After they had 
diſtributed-all they found in them to the Poor, they pull'd them down 
to the Ground; and do the Queea what ſhe could, they invaded all Cloi- 
ſters and Monaſteries in the Kingdom, many of which they ſpoiled and 
demoliſhed. This provoked the Queen ſo much, that ſhe refolved to pu- 
niſh the Town of Perth in a moſt exemplary manner; ſo ſhe gathered the 
French Souldiers together, with-ſuch others as would join with her: 
But the Earl of G/encairn, having gathered together 2500 Men with 
incredible haſte, marched to that Place where there were in all about 
7000 armed Men. This made the Queen afraid to engage with them; 
{o an Agreement was made up, and Oblivion promiſed for all that was 
paſt, Matters of Religion referred to a Parliament, and the Queen was 
to de received unto St. Johnſton, without carrying the Frexch with her; 
but ſhe carried them notwithſtanding of this into the Town, and put a 
Garriſon in it, and puniſhed many for what was paſt, contrary to the 
Articles of Pacification; and when her Promiſes were objeRed to her, 
ſhe anſwered, Princes were not to be ſtriftly charged with their Promiſes, 
eſpecially when they were made to Hereticks, This turned the Hearts of the 
moſt part ofthe Nation from her. So ſhe repreſents the State of the 
Kingdom to the King of Fraxce her Son-in-law, deſiring a greater Force 
might be ſent over to reduce the Country to her Obedience. Qa the other 
hand, ſome were Commiſſion'd from the Lords of the Congregation to 
givea true Repreſentation of the Matter, and to let him know that an 
Oblivion for what was paſt, and the free Exercice ot their Religion for 
the time to come, would give them full SatisfaQtion, But the Death of 
the Queen Regent, which happen'd ſoon after, delivered them at that 
time trom all Fear of a War from France. NEE: 

In the Year 1560. it pleaſed GOD, that, by Authority of Parliament, 
the Pope's Authority and Juriſdiction was aboliſhed, and our Church 
reformed from the Errors of Popery, according to .the Rule of GOD's 
Word in the Holy Scriptures, and a Confeſſion of Faith, penn'd by Mr. 
Kyox, ratified the 24th of Auguſt that Memorable Year. Theſe ARas 
were only oppoſed by Three Temporal Lords, viz. The Earl of Athol, 
the Lords of Borthwick and Summerveil, who ſaid they would believe as 
their Fathers had done. When theſe AQs, thus agreed on in the Par- 
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 liament of Scotland, were ſent over to Fraxce, for the Queen's Ratifica. 
tion, and the King of Frazce her Husband's, they were rejeQed ; fo that 
the Scots began to apprehend a new War : Burt Francs II. Queen Mary's 
Husband, being violently feiſed with a Catarrh in his Ear, it cauſed 
his Death, the 5th of December 1560, which delivered them from a1 
their Fears, The Queen returned home in Augaſt 1561, and the Sep. 
ember following ſhe made Choice of Fames Duke of Chatlerault, George

a few Months after him. This Noble Peer was one of the handſomeſt 
| Men of that Age, and accounted the Beſt-skill'd in Warlike Exercices 
of any in his Time. The Queen, it's ſaid, no ſooner faw him but ſhe 
fell in Love with him ; he was certainly the molt proper Marriage 
ſhe could have made, for next to her ſelf he was Heir of the Crown of 
England; and if he had married with any of the Great Families of that 
Kingdom, it might have inclined the Ezg/iſþ Nation to ſettle the Suc. 
ceffion of their Crown upon a Native ot their own Kingdom ; which 
ſhe thought was a wiſe Part in her to prevent. And to make this No- 
ble Perſon the fitter Match for her, ſhe created him into the Dignity of 
Dake of Albany and Earl of Roſs, by Patent dated the 7th of Faly 1 564, 
and ſolemnly married him the 28. Day of the fame Month, with Conſent 
of many of the Peers,and the nextDay caus'd proclaim him King. Ot this 
Marriage was born James the VI. Firſt Monarch of Great-Britain, in 
the Calile of Edinburgh, the 19th of June 1566. But her AﬀeRion to 
King Hepry began ſoon to cool, the Unkindneſs being chiefly fomented 
by one David Rizio, an Italian, her Secretary, for the French Tongue ; 
by means whereof he had frequent Conferences with the Queen, when 
( they ſay) the King was not admitted : Which Indignity he reveng'd, 
by cauſing apprehend Rzz10, being at the By-table in the Queen's 
| Chamber; and, dragging him into the next Room, killed him. This

Bothwel, as he thought, having now defeat the Contrivances of his 
Enemies, began to think of marrying the Queen; and: indeed his De- 
ſign was fo far favoured by a conſiderable Number of the Nobility, that 
they ſubſcribed an Addreſs, wherein they extol his Merits, and lay be- 
fore Her Majeſty the Advantages which infallibly would redound to her 
ſelf and the Nation, by the Choice of a Husband fo very reaſonable and 
neceſſary. The Misfortunate Princeſs, abuſed by the Treacherous: 


| Counfels of ſome about her, not knowing whom to traſt ; the Earl,hav- 


ing obtained a Divorce from Lady Fear Gordon his Wife, a Daughter of 
the Family of Haxtly, upon the Score of Confſanguinity, was created 
Duke of Orkney, and married the Queen, the 15th of May 1567. the 
moſt unfortunate Attion of her Life, by this ſtrengthening her Enemies, 
who had caſt the Scandal of the King's Murther on her, the Credit of 
the Aſperſion being thereby fupported. But ſome of the Nobility, who- 
had ſigned the Addreſs for the Marriage, began now openly to con- 
demn it ; the Chief of theſe were the Earls of Marray, Morton, Mar, 
Athol and Glencairn, the Lords Lind/ay and Boyd, who afſembled at S:r- 
ling, and entered into an Aſſociation for Defence of the young Prince, 
who they thought was in Danger of being murthered by Bozhwel, his 
Father-in-law. The Queen at the ſame time propoſed a Counter-Afſ. 
ſociation for the Safety of her Perſon and Dignity. £0 
In the mean time, the Borderers growing unruly, and committing 
daily Depredations upon the Neighbourhood, the Queen propoſed - to 
make a Progreſs towards, the Borders, charging her SubjeQs to attend 
her thither armed, and with 15 Days Proviſion. This Rendezvous of 
the Queen, the aſſociating Lords thought ſhe deſigned to employ againſt 
them: Her Majeſty retired to the Caſtle of Borthwick ; the Afociators 
rake Arms, lay Siege to the ſame, wherein the Queen and Orkrey lay ; 
but next Day Orkney eſcaped, and the Queen after him in Man's Appa- 
rel, and came to the Caſtle of Dazbar. Upon this the Lords retired to 
Edinbargh, and the next Day iſſued out a Proclamation, wherein they 
declared, that they had betaken themſelves to Arms, to bring the Re- 
gicide Bothwel ( now Duke of Orkney) to a fair Trial, who had laid vio- 
lent Hands upon his Sovereign's Perſon, forced her, when in his Power, 
to an Unlawful Marriage, and now deſigned to deſtroy the young 
Prince, as he had done. his Father. For theſ&Ends, and to procure to 
themſelves and the Nation ſuch Laws, as ſhould appear neceſſary for 
their Safety and the Security of: the Proteſtant Religion, they charged 


_ all and ſundry the Lieges to be in Readineſs upon 3 Hours Warning, to 


aſſiſt them for delivering the Queen trom Captivity: And fuch as 
would not joih with them, in ſo good an Undertaking, were ordered to 
depart from the City of Edizbargh in 4 Hours after the Publication of the 


ſaid Proclamation, under the Pain of being reputed Enemies. The 


Queen having eſcaped from Borzhwick, there reſorted to her in all about 
4000 Men, with whom ſhe thought fit to take the Field; and, aban- 
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doning, Danbar, came forward to Seton, and next Morning to Carberyy. 
Hill. The aſffociating Lords being advertiſed of her March from Dy. 
bar, and that ſhe was advanced as far as Carberry, they muſtered their 
Troops, and abandon Edinburgh, marching direaly to Maſſe/bargh, a, 
ſoon as they came within View of the Queen's Army,and were ready tg 
join Battle,the Queen,out of tender Regard of the Shedding of the Blogg 
of her own SubjeAs, Orkney retiring to Dunbar, ſurrenders herſelf 
to the Lords, who that Night brought her to Edinburgh ; and in a few 
Days ſhe was ſent Priſoner to the Caſtle of Lochlevea, (a Place ſurroung. . 
ed. half a Mile every way with Water from the nearel(t Point of Land.) 

- The Aſﬀociators direted Patrick Lord Lindſay and William Lorg 
Rathven thither, to deal with Her Majeſty to make a Reſignation gf 6 
the Government, with a Power to inveſt her Son in the ſame ; which ps 
. Her Majeſty, much importuned by the Lords, was pleaſed to yeild to, F 
appointing the Earl of Marray Regent during his Minority, if he ,

by Adam Biſhop of Orkney, aflifted by Two of the Superintendents (5), Þ ., 
and crowned by John Earl ot Atho!, the Sermon on that Occaſion being 6 
preached by Mr. Joh» Kyox. Burt the Queen, after xo Months Impri- « 

| ſonment, made her Eſcape on the 2d of May x568, in the Habit of one 
of her Servants, by means of George Douglaſs, the Laird of Lochleviy's 
Brother. As ſoon as ſhe came to Land, to prevent a Surprize, Her 
Majeſty, attended by George Lord Seto and James Hamilton of Rachbank, 
came that Night to Niarie, a Houſe of the Lord Seton, and the next 
Day to Hamilton, where ſhe was received by the Earls of Argile, Caſf/ils; 
Eglintoan and Rothes, the Lords Sammerveil, Teſter, Borthwick, Livie. 
ftoun, Herris, Maxwel, Sanquhar and Roſs, with their Friends and Fol- 
lowers, tothe Number of a Thouſand Men. The Queen, calling a ge- 
neral Council, ſolemnly declared, That the Refigoation of the Govern. 
ment was extorted from her : 'Thereupon they decerned che Reſigna- 
tion void and null, and determined, That in the mean time ſhe ſhould 
take Poſſeſſion of the Caſtle of Danbarioun, and there remaio, until her 
loving Subjeas came to her Afſtance. In purſuance of this Reſolu-

But the Unfortunate Queen, without waiting for an 
Anſwer, relying entirely upon the Honour of the Queen of Expland, 
accompanied with John Lord Fleming, who ever ſtood firm to her In- 
cereſt, and the Lord Herries,taking Boat at Kjrcudbright, ſhe landed at 
Wickeringtoan in Camberlana, the 17th Day of May 1568, and the ſame 


Night wrote the following Letter to Queen Elizabeth, with her own 
Hand. COTE. (7 


T Y OU are not Ignorant (my very good Siſter) how ſome of my 

6 Subjeas, whom I have raiſed to the higheſt Pitch of Honour, 
« Conſpiced to impriſon me; I nevertheleſs received them again into 
« Favour, after they had by the Force of Arms been driven out of my 
« Kingdom. Yet theſe very Men broke violently into my Chamber, 
« cruelly murthered my Servanc before my Face, tho' 1 was then big 
« with Child, and forcibly detained me in their Cuſtody. I neverthe- 
« leſs pardoned them a ſecond time; but behold, they pretended a new 
« Crime againſt me, which they plotted themſelves, and fign'd with 
« their own Hands, and were now ready with'an Army in the Field to 
« charge me. Truſting however to my Innocence, and deſirous to pre- 
« yent the Shedding of Blood, I willingly put my ſelf into their Hands; 
« upon which they immediately thruſt me into Priſon, removed all my 
«© Servants from me, excepting One or Two Waiting-Maids, my Phy- 
« fician and my Cook; conſtrain'd me by Threats and Terror of Death, 
« to reſign my Kingdom; andin an Aſſembly of the Eftates, convocat- 
« ed by their own' Authority, refuſed to hear me or my Advocates; 
« deſpoil'd me of my Goods, and barr'd me from alt Conferedice with 
« any Man. Afterwards, by GOD's Guidance, I eſcaped out of Pri- 


« fon; and being Guarded by the Flower of the Nobility, which glad- 


«* ly flocked unto me from-all Parts, I put my Enemies in mind of their 
«* Duty and Allegiance; 1 offered them Pardon, and propoſed that 
*« both-Parties might-be heard in'an! Aſſembly of the Eſtates, that the 
« Commonwealth might no longer be diſtrated with Civil Comby- 
*« ftzons. Two Meſſengers I ſent about this Matter, both of them they 
*caſt in Priſon; thoſe who aided me they 'proclaimed Traytors, ant 
* commanded them by Publick Proclamation preſently to leave me. TL 
« pray'd them that the Lord Boyd might, upon publick Faith and Aﬀſu- 
* rance, treat with them: about Compoſing Matters; but this alſo they 
* flatly denied : Yet I hoped, by your Mediatioa, they might have. 
** been recalled to their Duty. But when I ſaw that I muſt have un-- 
** dergone either Death or a new Impriſonment, I reſolved to go to * 
* Dunbartoun. They in the Way oppoſed themſelves againſt me, kill'd, 
*and put my Men to Flight in Battle. I betook my ſelf to the Lord 
* Herries, with whom I am come into your Kingdom, truſting aſſured- 
*1y in your ſingular Kindneſs, that you will afſiſt me,. and excite | 
* Others by your Example. I do therefore earneſtly entreat you, that 
* I may be forthwith conduQed unto you, who am now in very great 
* Straits, as I ſhall more fully inform you, when ir ſhall pleaſe you to 
* take Pity upon me. GOD grant unto you a long and ſafe Life, and 
** to me Patience and Conſolation, which I hope and pray that I may 
* obtain of Him by your Means. Fg:

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This moving Letter was ſo far from prevailing. with Queen E!:z,. 
beth, that, inſtead of the Friendly Reception Queen Mary expeQed, ſhe 
was confin'd to Carlile, under the Cuſtody of the Lord Scroop, This 
unexpetted Treatment very much ſurprized her; and then ſhe began 
too late to perceive her Error, in coming into Exg/and, againſt the Ag. 
vice of her beſt Friends : But, diſſembling her inward Grief, ſhe ſent 
the Lord Herries to entreat Queen Elizabeth for a Hearing in her own 
Preſence, where {he might both clear herſelf, and ſhew how injuriouſ. 
ly ſhe had been dealt with by thoſe, whom, art her Interceſſion, ſhe 
had recalled from Baniſhment ; or if that could not be obtained, tocraye 
ſhe might be allowed to depart out of Ezg/and, and not be detained as 
a Priſoner, ſince ſhe had come voluntarily thither, in Confidence of 
her Friendſhip often promiſed and confirmed, as well by Letters as by 
repeated Meſſages This Requelt was alſo rejeQted by Queen El:zz. 
beth, as the former; only ſhe was ſo far moved, that ſhe promiſed tg 
write to the Regent to delay all Proceedings againit thoſe SubjeRs that 
ſtood in her Detence. And inſtead of Exg/and's being a Sanctuary to 
the diſtreſſed Queen of Scots, it became only a Change of Air, but nor 
from Confinemeat to Liberty ; And being toſſed from one Priſon to an- 
other, for the Space of: 8 Years,ſhe was at laſt charged with being privy to 
aTreaſonableDeſign of Lavading cheRealm of Exg/and,to depoſe Q Eliza. 
beth, & to take away her Lite. All which ſhe denied,and with great Pre: 
ſeace of Mind, and Modelty of Behaviour, vindicated: her own Inno- 
cency, and refuſing to anſwer as a SubjeR, ſhe being an Abſolute Queen: 


They nevertheleſs went on, and pronounced the Sentence of Death ups 


on her, which being intimated to her, ſhe was ſo far from being dif- 


maied at the News, that ſhe gave Thanks to GOD for delivering her 


from a miſerable Lite, into a State of Glory. + S 

In the mean time King James her Son omitted nothing that became

ing 2 little before her Death (which happened apon the 24th of March 


1603) declared him her Succeſſor, he deriving Title from Margaret, his 
Great-Grandmother, eldeſt Daughter of King Henry VII. and of E!i- 
zabeth his Queen, Daughter of King Edward IV. of England, (matried to 
James IV+ of Scotland.) So that to him deſcended the Rights, together 
with'the Blood, of all the Ancient Kings, of England, both Saxon and 
Norman : For the Lady Margaret, Siſter and ſole Heir of Edgar 4theling, 
the laſt Prince of the Engliſh Saxons, being married to Malcolm Can. 
more King of Scots, conveyed to him the Saxon, as Margaret, King Hez- 
ry VII.'S Daughter, did bring to him the Norman Titles and Blood. 
W hereupon he was the ſame Day proclaimed King of England, Scot- 
land, France and Ireland, at Whitehall, And, having ſettled the Afﬀairs 
of Scotland, ſet forward for England, on the 5th of April, attended by 
the Duke of Lenox, the Earls of Mar, Argile and Marray, the Lord Home, 
with a Noble Retinue ; whence, by eaſy Journies, he came to London 
on the 7th of May, and was folemaly crowned at Weſtminſter, the 25. 
of July, where the Antique Regal Chair of Inthronization, carried to 
England by King Edward I. did receive, with the Perſon of His Majeſty, 
the full Accompliſhment of that Prediftion of this his coming to the

This Learned and Peacible Prince, in the 6oth Year of his Ape, fell 
ſick of a Quartan Ague, the common Meſſenger of Death to aged Peo- 
ple: After a Month's Languiſhing he departed this Mortal Life on the 
27th of March 1625. He was a Prince excellently Skill'd in all the Li- 
beral Arts, but excelled in Divinity, as appeared at a Conference at 
Hampton-Coart, betwixt the Epiſcopal and Presbyterian Party, and the 
Writings he leit ro Poſterity; and in that Part of Policicks, relat- 
ing to Monarchy, which he uſed to call Kzng-Craft, he was a great 
Maſter. Ina Word, he was the Solomon of his Age, as our Learned 
Hiſtorian Spoti/wood ſays. Many Epitaphs were compoſed, to expreſs 
the Sorrow conceived by his Death, The following I thought fit to 
ſubjoin. :

| CHARLES I. Second Monarch of Great-Britain, only ſurviving 
Son of King James, born at Dunfermling in Scotland, on the 19th of No 
vember 16co. So weak an Infant, that his Baptiſm was haſtened with: 
out the uſual Solemnities, that otherwiſe would have attended that 
Occaſion. In the 2d Year of his Age y601, he was created Duke of 4l. 
bany, Marquis of Ormond, Earl of Roſs, and Lord Ardmanoch. In the 
Year 1603, when King James his Father was preparing for his 
Remove trom Sco:/and to the Throne of England, there was a certain 
Scots Gentleman made ſuch an Avgury of his tuture Greatneſs and Suc. 
_ ceffion to the Crown, as I thought deſerved here to be related. The 
Gentleman came to take his Leave of the Court, and was for that Pur- 
' Poſe admitted into the Bed-chamber, where the King, Queen, and the 
Royal Children were preſent: He having addrefſed himſelf to the 
King, with a great deal of affeCtionate Wiſhes; then, overlooking 
_ Prince Hezry, the King's eldeſt Son, applied himſelf direaly to Duke 
Charles, and kiſs'd his Hand, with ſo much Ardency and AﬀeRiion, as 
if thereby he meant to pay him ſome extraordinary Honour. The King, 
to corre& his ſpwppoſed Miſtake, direted him towards Prince Henry, 
as the apparent Heir of his Crown. The Gentleman replied, he was 
not miſtaken, he knew-to whom he addreſs'd himſelf. This Child (fays 
he) ſball convey your Majeſty's Name and Titles to ſucceeding Generations, 
An Hiſtorian (z) obſerves, That this then was conceived to be Dot- 
rage; bur the Event gave it the Credit of a Prophecy. In the Year

In the Firſt Year of His Majeſty's Reign he inſtituted a new Here- 
ditary Title of Honour, (tiled a Barone, Inferior to that of a Lord Baron; 
(which King James intended before his Death, for advancing the Plan- 
tation of Nova Scotia in America, and for ſettling a Colony there,) to be 
conferred by Patent under the great Seal. The Number, according io 
the 1ſt Inſtitution, were not to exceed 50; He promis'd that neither he or 
his Succeſſors ſhould ever create, in time coming,any other Dignity, un- 
der that of a Lord of Parliament, that ſhould be equal to them. They 
were to take place of all ordinary Knights, called Equites Aarati, (tho' 
not of Bannerets, that is ſuch as are or ſhould be created under the Royal 
Standart in the King's Army, the Sovereign being preſent, ſhould have 
Precedency of the Baronets during their Lives, the Honour not deſcend- 
ing to their Poſterity.) ' In the ſeveral Patents His Majeſty did diſpone 
to each of theſe Knights a certain Portion of Land in Nowa Scotia, erett-

Upan the 5th of May 1646, the King leaving Oxford in Diſguiſe, in 
Company of Dr. John Hudſon, a Divine, and Mr. John A(banbarn, riding 
as a Servant to the latter, with a Clogbag behind him, came to the

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Scots Army at Newark, and the next Day they :took- their March 
Northward. His Majeſty being with Lieutenant-General David Lefty in 
the Van, came, the 13th of May, to Newca#le, where they received a 
Mcſſage from the Parliament ot Exglayd, requiring that His Majeſty's 
Perſon might be delivered up to them: In this, as the Lord Holies ſays, 
appeared theWiſdom of the Scors Nation, foreſeeing the Inconveniencies 


which would have followed, had they been poſitive at that time in de. 


taining the King; therefore they made for him the beſt Conditions they 
could, tor the Safety and Honour of hisPerſon : And;to avoid greater Mit. 
chiefs, they were neceffitated to leave him in Exgl/anad, and ſo march 
away, which they did in February 1647. The Parliament preſently voted 
him to be brought tro Hol/mby-Houle, thereafter removed to Hampton: 
Coart, and thence to the I{le of Wight, where he was kept Priſoner : 
During which time the Parliament of Scor/anud met,in Marchi648;,where- 
in James Duke of Hamilton made Overture for railing an Army, in or. 
der to His Majeſty's Reſcue. The Parliament voted to raile an Army 
of 30000 Foot and 6000 Horſe, to be ſent to Ergiand, under the Com. 
mand of Duke Hamilton; and, to obtain the Favour of the Church, 
they declared for the Covenant. A Rendezvous of the Army wasap. 
pointed at Ar7nar, near the Borders of Exgiand. An InturreQtion again 
this Enterprize was intended, but they were defeat at Machlin in Kyle, 
before they got to-a Head, by Mzadleron and Harry, on the 4th of Jah 
1648. On the 8th of Jay, the Scots Army marched into Exgland; 
but by the time they got to Preſto» in Lancaſter-Shire, the Horle and 
Foot being at a conſiderable Diſtance, Crompe! and Lambert tell upon 
them with ſuch Advantage, that they were overthrown, the 17th of 
Aagait (g), and the Duke, taken Priſoner. On the 6th of February 
1649, he was brought to his Trial before the High-Court of Juſtice, 
for that he, as Earl of Cambridge, had invaded the Nation in ao hoſtile 
manner, and levied Men to affiſt the King againſt the Kingdom and 
People of Ergland : For. which he received Sentence of Death, the 6th 
of March ; and, upon Friday next enſuing, loſt his Head. _ 

After the Defeat of the Scors Army, General Cromwe/ ſent Colonel 
Evers to bring the King from the Iſle of Wight to Harſi-Caſtle, and 
from thence to Windſor, the roth of December ; and January 19. follow- 
ing, the King was brought from Windſor to St. James's ; and, on the 28. 
enſuing, Cro-wel, the Grand Rebel, brought an Ordinance into the 
Houſe of Commons, nominating diverſe Perſons for Trial of the King, 
which being tendered to the Houſe of Lords, it was refuſed, and pro- 


teſted againl(t by the Parliament of Scor/and: Notwithſtanding, the Com- | 


 mons, on the 4th of Janaary, voting the Supreme Authority to be in the 
People, and conſequently in them, as their Repreſentatives, proceed- 
ed, without the Lords, and ordered their Commiſſhoners for Trial of 
the King, to meet on Monday the roth of Faruary 1649, appointing Ser- 
geant Bradſhaw to be Preſident of the Court : One Ask, a common 
Lawier, and Dr. Doriflaws, a Datch Civilian, were Pleaders againſt him. 
This Infamous Court met at Weſtminſter-Hall the 2oth of January ; 
whereupon Bradſhaw commanded Sergeant Daray to fetch in the Prifon- 
er, who immediately brought che King, (atrended by a Guard of

Court of Fuſtice, before which he was now brought ; and that he was to hear 
his Charge, «pon which the Court will proceed according to Juſtice, Thus 
having brought His Sacred Majeſty to that pretended Judgment-Seat, 
the Solicitor, in name of the Commons of Erg/azd, did accuſe Charles 
Stewart, King of England, of High-Treaſon and Miſdemeanors. His 
Majeſty, preparing to give fitting Anſwers to their Accuſations, could 
not be heard. Four times was he brought before this pretended Courc 
of Juſtice. Upon: the 27th of January, contrary to all Law, 
Reaſon, Religion, Oaths of Allegiance, and Covenants, he was, by the 
Mouth of that Infamous Rigicide, Fohn Bradſhaw, Sentenced to be Be- 
headed, upon the 3oth enſuing (þ). The Fatal Day being come at Ten 
of the Clock, attended by a Regiment of Foot and a Guard of Partizans, 
His Majeſty was convoyed through a Window of theBanquetting-Houſe 
to the Scafſold, covered with black, where he. beheld the Executionec 
in a Mask, at which he was not at all affrighted, but declaring him- 


ſelf to the World, to die an Innocent Man and a Good Chriſtian, ac- 


cording to the Profeſſion of the Church of England, praying that his- 
Enemies might repent, and that his Death might not be laid to their 
Charge. After which, with a Chriſtian Magnanimity, he endured the 
Fatal Stroke, which ſeparated his Head from his Body ; Both were put 
into a Coffin, and carried into his Lodgings at Whitehall, and from 
thence to St. James's, and put into a Leaden Coffin, and on the 
7th of Febraary, Interred by James Duke of Leyox, the Marquiſles of

London, in a Vault in the Abby of Weſtminſter, with this Iaſcription up-

CHARLES II. Eldeſt Son of King Charles T. after the Barbarous 


Murther of his Royal Father, by unquelſtionable Right, ſucceeded him 
in the Crown of Scorlana, England and Treland; The uſual Ceremonies 
of Proclamation and Coronation were not to be expected, as Aﬀairs 
were then tranſated; for on the Day that King Charles I. was mur- 
thered, an AQt was paſſed to diſ-ioherit the Soa, Ordaining, That no 
Perſon whatſoever (hould preſume to proclaim Charles Stewart, Son of Char- 
les Stewart, /ate Kjing of England, commonly called Prince of Wales, or 
any other Perſon, to be Kjng or Chief Magiſtrate of England or Ireland, an- 
der Pain of being adjudged a Traitor. This Inhibition did not affright 
His Majeſty's Loyal SubjeQs of Scor/and from doing their Duty ; tor, 


having a juſt Abhorrence of that unparallePd and a(toniſhing Murder 


of the King, they proclaimed Prince Charles King of Scotland, the 3d 
of February 1649, at the Mercat-Croſs of Edinburgh; and about this time 
called home their Commiſſioners from Exg/and, who, at their Depar- 
ture, ſent an Expoſtulatory Declaration to the fitting Members ot the 
Engliſh Parliament, wherein they put them in Mind of all their Oaths, 


Vows and Proteſtations, for Maintaining of the King's Perſon and 


Juſt Rights, and upbraided them with their ſhameful and deteſtable 
Abjuration, and Infringement of them, by what they had lately ated 
againſt the Sacred Perſon of His Majeſty :* Which was fo ill reſented by 
the ſitting Members, that they impriſoned the Meſſenger-that broughc 
it, voted the Paper Scandalous and Sedicious, ſent after the Commil- 
fioners, and ſecured them, till a Copy of the Paper was ſent into Scot- 
land, to know if the Parliament there would own it; Upon which a 
Commiſſioner was ſent from Scotland, to jultify what their Commiſ- 


 fioners had done. In the Month ef September 1649, the Eſtates of Scot- 


land diſpatched Sir Fohn Windram of Libbertoan to the King, who then 
was at Jerſey, in Preparation toa Treaty ; who, being admitted to the 
King's Preſence, delivered his Meſſage, the Subſtance of which was, 
That the King would be pleaſed to acknowledge the Parliameat, and 
eſpecially the Two laſt Seffions of it, to be a Lawful Aſſembly ; and 
then they would treat of the Means to re-eſtabliſh Peace and Obedience 
to his Authority in that Kiogdom. So Mr. Windram was ſent back

nourable, Juſt, Neceſſary and Seatonable Diſcharge of thacDuty, whereun- 
to theKingdoms were, by the Law of GOD, by the Law of Nature and 
Nations, obliged to preſerve the Sacred Perſon of their King; and the 
Forfaultures of the Marquiſes of Hantly, Montroſe and others, who had 
ſuffered for their Loyalty to che King, reſcinded. His Majeſty moreover 
declared, That he would maintain the true Reformed Proteſtant Reli- 
gion, in its Purity of Doftrine and Worſhip, as it was eſtabliſhed during 
the Reigns of his Father and Grandfather; And as to the Government 
of the Church, he would feitle and ſecure that,io ſuch a Form, as ſhould 
be moſt agreeable to the Word of GOD.
